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HOWARD ELLIOTT. a 


Elliott Ra:lroad O:f cial 
in St. Louis for 17 Years 


Howard Elliott was a rai'’road official in 
St. wouls 17- years. His wife, whom he 
married in St. Louis, Oct, 12, 1892, was Miss 
Janet January, member of a. well-known 
St. Louis society family. 

He was born: in-New. York City; Dee, 6, 
1860, and came’ West in 1881, after gradua- 
tion from the Lawrence Scientific-School of 
Harvard University, and entéred the service 
of the Burlington as rodman at $2 a day in 
Northwest Missouri. He rose to important 
offices in the “K” line, one division of the 
Burlington, with headquarters at Keokuk, 
until 1890, when he removed to St. Louis, 


In May, 1891, he was made general freight 
agent, with headquarters at St. Louis, of 
the Burlington’s Missouri lines, more than 
1000 miles of road in all. In 1896 he became 
general manager of the same lines, with 
headquarters at St. Louis and St. Joseph. 
In 1900 he declined an offer of the general 
managership of the Burlington's main di- 
vision, with headquarters at Chicago, be- 
cause of his desire to remain in St. Louis. 
The next year he was elected vice-president 
of the Burlington, in charge of maintenance 
and operation of all lines, witli headquarters 
at Chicago, but he continued to make his 
home in St. Louis. 

His final removal from St. Louis came in 
1908, when he was elected president of the 
Northern Pacific, with headquarters at 5t. 
Paul, succeeding Charles S. Melton, who he 
again succeeds as head of the New Haven.

“The Northern Pacific Railway, for instance, 
operates in seven states, and if my recollection 
serves me there were submitted to the legisla- 
tures of those states in 1911 no less than 225 bills 
dealing with railroad matters, many of them con- 
ceived in a frank spirit of experiment, but only 
a few of them based upon actual experiente 
through study and conservative judgment. 

“It may be said that in the matter of legisla- 
tion the railroads suffer in common with all other 
enterprises and with every individual in the coun- 
try from the American passion for legislation. 
How profound that passion is can be gathered 
from a comparison between the legislation intro- 
duced into and passed by the English Parlia- 
ment aud by our own national Senate and House. 
At Westminster during the 10 years ending with 
1909' there were introd@aced and considered 6251 
measures, of which 3822 became law; at Washing- 
ton during the same period there were considered 
146,471 different bills, of which less than 16,000 
became law, and these figures take no account of 
tens of thousands of state laws passed each year 
in this country, a form of legislation which has, 
of course, no counterpart fn England.

MINIMUM WAGE IN WISCONSIN. 

Wisconsin's Legislature has taken the minimum 
wage out of the realm of abstract discussion and 
written it on the statute books of that State.

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HOW TEXAS S01 SOLVED 
THE INSURANCE PROBLEM. 


By THOMAS B. LOVE, 
‘Formet Banking a4 Insurance Commissioner of 


Answering your request, as I understand it, 
the present Missouri law purports to compel 
cimpetition between fire insurance companies 
in their rates and virtually prohibits companies 
using commion rates. The Texas law provides 
that the maximum rate of premium which may 
be charged by any company in this State shall 
be fixed and promulgated by a State Fire Insur- 
ance Commission just as freight rates for trans- 
portation within the State are fixed by the Btate 
Railroad Commission. This particular law has 
but recently gone into effect, but it was preceded 
for three’ years by a law which provided that the 
State Fire Rating Board should pass upon and 
review and readjust all rates fixed by fire in- 
surance companies. The State of Texas has thus 
had State regulation of fire insurance rates since 
1909 in one form or another. 

Previous to that time the companies made 
their own rates which were subject to no re- 
view by the State. For the year of 1909 the 
last year°under the old system, the average rate 
of fire~insurance premiums collected in this 
State by the companies was $1.44 per $100 of 
risks written and for the last’ 10 years under the 
old system from 1900 to 1909 inclusive the av- 
erage rate collected by the companies was $1.50 
per $100 of risks written. 

For the year 1912, the third and last year 
under the system of State regulation, the aver- 
age rate collected by the companies within the 
State per $100 of risks written was $1.23, repre- 
senting a saving to the people of Texas of ap- 
proximately $1,800,000 for this year. 

When the new system was put into opera- 
tion, notwithstanding the average rate collected 
in the State was considerably reduced, the rate 
paid by many of the heaviest insurers in the 
State was raised and these men set up the cry 
that “all rates were being raised,” when as a 
matter of fact, the new law simply requiring 
that they should pay the full cost of their own 
fire protection instead of permitting a large pro- 
portion of that cost to be paid by a large number 
of small insurers. I have no doubt that the 
system of State regulation of fire insurance 
rates under which guch rates will be fixed and 
promulgated by some State authority is the only 
solution of the fire insurance problem unless the 
State is to go into the fire insurance business 
itself and, in my opinion, this latter is not a 
dificult step nor one which is likely to prove 
unadvisable for any state to take. 

It is my opinion that there has never been 
and can never be real competition in fire in- 
surance rates though there may be rebating. 
Competition operates to reduce the average cost 
to the public of a commodity, while rebating 
operates to reduce the cost to a portion of the 
public, generally the larger consumers, thereby 
automatically increasing the cost to the remaind- 
er of the public. 

It seems to me undoubtedly that the fire in- 
surance companies should be required to collect 
the same rate of premium for insuring the same 
risk just as all railroads running between two 
given points collect the same fare for the same 
amount of transportation of the same class from 
one point to another. It is likewise undeniable 
that the fire insurance companies should be re- 
quired to treat all its insurers alike by collect- 
ing the same rate of premium for insuring all 
risks in the state involving the same degree of 
hazard just as railroads are prohibited under 
heavy criminal penalties from giving rebates 
and otherwise discriminating in charges for 
transportation. 
vail in fire insurance rating and if the small 
insurers are not to be required to pay a good 
portion of the cost of the fire insurance protec- 
tion of the large insurers, in my judgment there 
are but two possible solutions of the question. 
1. The Texas system of state regulation of 
fire insurance rates and the strict prohibition of 
all dis¢rimination and rebates. 

2. The writing of all fire insurance risks 
within the state by the state itself, and as be- 
fore stated, this latter course does not in my 
view -involve any insurmountable difficulties; 
one thing is certain, it will do away with the 


annoyances and uncertainties arising from fire 


insurance companies quitting a state or threat- 
ening to do so.

His trial has been set for Sept. 22. The Senate and the New York Court of Appeals will 
constitute the trial tribunal. The majority of the Senate is Democratic and under the domina- 
tion of “Boss” Murphy of Tammany. Hall, it is determined to oust Sulzer. But there is a 
large membership of Republicans and they, in conjunction with the Judges of the Court of Ap- 
_ peale may be counted upon to try the case fairly and without partisan prejudice. 
Two-thirds of the trial tribunal will be required for conviction. If the case is not made to 
ar the satisfaction of the impartial members of thc Impeachment Court, there will not be the 
slightest chance of Sulzer’s conviction, even though Tammany should muster every Democrat 
i the Senate to its side. 
Meanwhile debatable points are whether the impeachment automatically suspends Sulzer 
from office and whether the acts upon which the proceedings are based, having been committed 
before he became Governor, constitute impeachment grounds.

}Dr. Simon's story is a bit different. 

The doctor, with Dr; Freudenstein 
and Dr, Ernest, made a@ recent trip to 
Stringer’s Lake. They did fairly well 
at fishing, and also landed some nice 
frogs. 

“The frog shooting was good,” says 
Dr. Simon, ‘‘and so was snake ghooting. 
But the real incident followed our trac- 
ing a series of cries, which are hard 
to describe. One might imagine ua 
young fowl, picked up suddenly, emit- 
ting affrighted cries, and get only a 
faint suggestion of the sounds I heard 
It seemed -a succession of frantic 
shrieks. When I got to where the 
sounds came from I beheld the. most 
Lunusual spectacle of my life. | 

“On the opposite side of the lIittie 
creek, up which I had gone, cloge tv 
the bank, a three-foot water snake had 
a frog amidship. Its mouth fitted into 
the frog’s body between foreleg and 
hopper. There was not a chance on 
earth of the snake being able to swal- 
low the frog in that position. The frog 
realized this and so did the snake. The 
cries were from the frog. It seemed 
eager to attract something which might 
divert the attention of the snake, but 
the snake would not be diverted.

Lead Companies Are Unwilling 
to Arbitrate Recognition of 
Miners’ Union. 


PUMPS ARE ABANDONED 


Bonne Terre Light and. Water 
Supply Threatened — Lead- 
wood Shafts Drowned Out. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
FLAT RIVER, Mo., Aug. 16.—After the 


State Board of Mediation and Arbitra- 
tion had failed this afternoon to bring 
the 5000 striking members of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners and the offi. 
Clals of the five lead companies together, 
Chairman Bassford announced that the 
board would sit at Farmington, the 
county seat, Monday and would sum- 
mon witnesses for a thorough investi- 
gation of the situation, and would then 
Pmake recommendations. 

The board met at 2 o’clock with the 


Executive Committee of -the strikers. 
The committee agreed to a general arbi- 
tration of all points involved, includ- 
ing the demanded raise of 50 cents per 
day and recognition of the union through 
the “check-off’’ system. 

' A session was then held in the of- 
fices of the St. Louis Smelting and Re- 
fining Co., with representatives of the 
companies. The companies consented to 
erbitration of the wage differences, but 
refused to permit recognition of the 
union to be brought into the contro- 
versy. 

Breach Growing Wider. 

The board then adjourned until Mon- 
day morning for the Farmington meet- 
ing. 

With the breach between the strikers 
and companies growing wider hourly, 
the general situation is belieevd to have 
assumed a more threatening outlook. 

One union miner was attacked near 
the Federal Lead Co. stockade this aft- 
ernoon by three imported strikebreakers 
and seriously beaten. No arrests were 
made. 

The’ strikebregakers, numbering 60, 
were brought in secretly by the Federal 
company last night and «are housed 
within the stockade. They are manning 
the pumps in the absence of the Federal! 
office force; which, with the exception 
of one man, walked out when requested 
by General Manager Guess to help with 
the boilers and pumps. 

Shafts Drowned Out. 

St. Joseph company officials re- 
ported from Bonne Terre tonight that 
the Hunt and Hoffman shafts at’ 
Leadwood, two miles west of Flat 
River, had been drowned out since 
the pumpmen left their posts this 
morning and that, even though the 
strike should be settled at an early 
date, it would be months before the 
water could be pumped out. 
Pumpmen in the shafts of the St. 
Joe company in Bonne Tefre, who 
stayed at their posts by consent of 
the union throughout the day, were 
ordered to go out at 1 o’clock, Sunday 
morning. 

When they go out these shafts 
and the, underground workings, which 
are very extensive, will begin to fill 
with water. 

In addition, the light and water 
supply for Bonne Terre, a city of 
6000, will at once be cut off, these 
two utilities being operated by the 
company. A water famine will en- 
sue because there are only a few 
cisterns or wells. 

It is feared that the situation will be- 
come serious and the County Board of 
Health has already taken cognizance 
of the possible danger from the sewer 
sysfem, which also will be without 
water. 

Announcement was made tonight that 
before morning the shops of the Missis- 
sippi River & Bonne Terre Railroad wil] 
be closed and that all trains except pas- 


will be annulled. 

Deputies Are Sworn In. 
Sheriff Wiliams began swearing in 
deputies and has taken steps to prevent 
outbreaks on the part of sympathizers 
with either unions or companies. Mem- 
bers of the office force of the Federal 
Lead Co. were deputized and a number 
of deputies were sworn in this afternoon 
at the Flat River mill of the Doe Run 
company. 

With the exception of the 60 men 
brought in by the Federal company, 
there has beep no attempt on the part of 
-he companies to import strike breakers 
and officials say that no plans in thar 
direction have been made. ? 

Mass meetings of strikers were held 
throughout the district tonight, and 
leaders cautioned the men to refrain 
from any sort of violence. 

Business in Flat River, Bonne Terre, 
Rivins, Desloge and Leadwood prac- 
tically has been suspended and, almost 
without exception, the merchants have 
abandoned the credit system which here. 
tofore has prevailed at all stores.

IN COMMONER WHY 
HE 1S LECTURING 


Says $12,000 Is Enough for 
Cabinet Officer, but Cites 
$6000-a-Year Obligations. 


PROPERTY NONPRODUCING 


He Praises Courage and Stead- 
fastness of Purpose of the 
President. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 16.—It is just 
to keep even, not to wax wealthy, that 
W. J. Bryan claims the right to go upon 
the Chautauqua platform while he holds 
the position of Secretary of State. Bryan 
says so in the Commoner, which .ap- 
peared today in its new form. He ad- 
mits that $12,000 is enough for a Cabi- 
net officer, but says he will fall behind, 
nevertheless, if he depends on his salary 
alone, and adds that he has not saved 
enough for a rainy day to allow himself 
to get “‘deep in the hole.”’ 

“When I announced,” says Bryan, 
“that I found it necessary to supple- 
ment my official income and would re- 
turn to the lecture platform as the most 
natural, as well as an entirely legiti- 
mate means of earning what additional 
income I could, the question was at once 
asked, ‘Why is Mr. Bryan unable to live 
upon a salary of $12,000 a year?" 

Tells of His Obligations. 

“It ought to have occurred to any 
one who was tempted to ask the ques- 
tion that the question is not whether a 
cabinet officer could live on $12,000 a 
year if he had nothing to consider ex- 
cept the expenses attendant upon liv- 
ing in Washington, but whether he 
could add the expense of official life 
to his other expenses and meet them 
all out of his salary. 

“Every man who has reached a posi- 
tion where he-is likely to be appointed 
to a high office has assumed obliga- 
tions whfch cannot be suspended when 
he enters office. My obligations to 
church, charity, education and for my 
insurance cannot be discontinued. They 
amount to more than $6000 per year, 
and these, though the largest, are by 
no means all, will absorb more than 
half the salary I receive. 

“The great many public officials, es- 
pecially those holding the higher of- 
fices, have incomes aside from their 
salaries sufficient to meet the outside 
expenses. It may be my fault that ! 
have not, but it so happens that the 
larger part of my property is not only 
nonproductive, but a charge upon my 
income. In fact, the income which I 
receive from that part which produces 
is not sufficient to cover taxes, insur- 
ance and care for that part which is 
non-prodiictive. 

Wouldn't Advocate Increase. 

“T have not. complained of the sal- 
aries of Cabinet officers; neither would 
I advocate an increase, although the 
position of Secretary of State carries 
with it more entertainment than any 
other position in the Cabinet, because 
of its relation to the outside world, 
and my acceptance of i hospitality 
throughout the country and throughout 
the world has increased the amount :f 
entertaining expected of me.”’ 

Discussing elsewhere his duties as 
Secretary of State, Mr. Bryan says in 
effect they are entirely pleasant. In 
his dual role as a Cabinet officer anil 
editor of the Commoner, he admits he 
has a preference for the former, but 
he adds that as there is no necessarv 


conflict between the two, he was glad. 


to perform the duties attendant upon 
both. 

He concludes with a paragraph prais- 
ing the courage and steadfastness of 
purpose of President Wilson, who, he 
says, has grown in his estimation.

GANGSTER WANTS 
SUNDAY CLOTHES 


Rose Powell, Slayer of Albert 
Kapp, While He Slept, Yearns 
to Be Dressed Up. 


HER MANNER IS CHILDISH 


Tells How She Came From 
Georgia During World’s Fair 
and Was Married at 15 


Rose Powell, 19 years old, confessed 
slayer of Albert Kapp, 22, with whom 
she lived an@ whom she deliberately 
shot and killed as he slept in their two- 
room flat at 1820A Division’ street, 
yesterday morning; seemed to be wor- 
ried chiefly last night lest she lack 
“Sunday clothes’ for today. She is a 
prisoner in the matron’s room at.the 
Carr Street Police Station. 

Her next-door neighbor, Mrs. Emma 
Leahy, called at the station last night 
to ask if she could do anything for 
her. 

“Yes, you might bring mesome Sun- 
day clothes,” said the girl. “‘Don’t you 
forget them, please. I'll want them for 
tomorrow.”’ 

Mrs. Leahy promised to bring the 
garments and Rose Powell smiled. She 
wore a plain gold ring on the little fin- 
ger of her left hand. She had on a 
loose-fitting black silk waist, with elbow 
sleeves, and a skirt so short that it ac- 
centuated her youth. She appeared to 
be hardly more than’ 16. 

She is a Small girl, rather short, but 
plump. He hair is dark, worn in the 
once famous Cleo de Merode style, 
which again is being much affected by 
women of oval face to which it Is con- 
sidered peculiarly becoming. 

Her eyes are dark, large and of the 
dreamy sort. Her complexion is olive, 
or would be if it were cleared up by 
careful living and dieting. The face is 
rather pretty, betokening a _ consider- 
able measure of natural beauty. Her 
voice is low, and she speaks fairly good 
English, without resorting to slang. 

Had to Kill Him, She Says. 

“IT killed him because I had to,” she 
said to reporters. ‘‘He would have killed 
me.’’ 

About 5:30 a. m Rose Powell ran 
downstairs and knocked at the door of 
Mrs. Leahy’s flat. 

‘Mrs. Leahy,” she said, 
stairs. Al is dead.”’ 

That was the tirst announcement of 
the tragedy. Mrs. Leahy and other 
neighbors went up and found Kapp ly- 
ing dead in bed. A bullet had entered 
his head through the left ear. Powder 
burns showed that the muzzle of the 
weapon had been held close. 

Police were called. The girl, her 
mother, Mrs. Mollie Powell of 1822 Di- 
vision street, just next door; her sister, 
Maud Powell, a year younger than 
Rose, and Mrs. Leahy were taken to 
the police station. There, for nearly 
five hours, the girl stuck to her first 
story, which was to the effect that she 
awoke about 5 o’clock and found Kapp 
lying dead at her side. 

Then came a negro préacher, Alzire 
Pates, who occupies a bedroom in an 
adjoining house with window immedi- 


“come up- 


Kapp and the girl glept. Pates told 
the police of a quarrel which he heard 
and. witnessed between the girl an] 
Kapp about 1 a. m. yesterday. 

“Their Nght was burning and their 
window curtains Were up,’’. Pates said. 
“They were talking loud, and I could 
hear them plainly. The girl and the 
man fought for possession of the man's 
revolver. He dared her to kill him with 
it, saying she wasn’t game enough. 

Shot Him as He Slept. 

“After a time the man pulled down 
I heard no more 
of the quarrel.” 

After Pates told this story to the po- 
lice and it was repeated to the girl, 
she made her confession. 

“Yes,’’ she said, “I shot him. I wait- 
ed till he went to sleep, then got his 
gun out of his coat pocket, put it to 
his ear and fired. Then after a little 
while I lay down on the bed by his body 
and went to sleep. I slept tili daylight.”’ 

She said she did not know what she 
had done with the pistol. It has not 
been found. 

“I may have thrown it out of the 
window,” she said. “I don’t know. I 
was excited. I didn’t give it to any- 
body.” 

The girl’s life story told the police is 
this: 

She was born in Atlanta, Ga., where 
she passed the first 10 years of her 
life. Her father worked in a cracker 
factory. A dozen years ago he died. 
The girl had an uncle who was run- 
ning a restaurant in a temporary ho- 
tel near the World’s Fair grounds, 
during the exposition nine years ago. 

“We came to St. Louis,” she said, 
“to be with my uncle. Then after the 
fair was over we moved downtown and I 
went to the Franklin School for a couple 
of years. When I was 12 years old I 
had to quit school and go to work. I 
was nearly as big then as I am now, 
and looked older than I was. First I 
g0t a job as cash girl at a department 
store. They paid me $3 a week for that. 
After a year I was promoted to sales- 
lady.”’ 

She said she worked as a salesgirl in 
the silk department at $ a week, and 
store she was et- 
ployed for a time in a candy factory. 
She was 15 years old when she met a 
young man named Crawford Berry. 

“We went and got married,” she said. 
“A Justice of the Peace married us. 
My mother knew about it. We didn't 
run away.”

The Public Buildings Trustees are

This division of authority on a ques- 
tion involving so large an outlay of 
money might result in court action. The 
initiative in this undoubtedly would 
have to be taken by Sulzer, for it is 
conceded that Glynn has no desire to 
have any tribunal pass upon his right 
to administer the Governor’s office 
prior to the convening of the impeach- 
ment court. 

An inevitable result of the squabble 
will be a delay in the disposition of im- 
portant issues before the Court of Ap- 
peals. The court, when it adjourned in 
June, fixed Sept. 29 as the date for re- 
convening. The Judges expected to 
listen Oct. 1 to the arguments of at- 
torneys for Police Lieutenant Becker 
seeking to set aside his conviction of 
first degree murder for the killing of 
Herman Rosenthal. A consideration of 
this matter will be postponed. After the 
impeachment court meets Sept. 18 a 
week probably will be consumed in set- 
tling the preliminaries and by Sept. 2, 
the date upon which the Court of Ap- 
peals was to reconvene, the trial of 
Gov.

Bank Questions Glynn’s Title. 

Glynn’s title to the executive chair 
was questioned formally today for the 
first time when a local bank refused to 
hcnor a check drawn upon Glynn's cer- 
tification. As a consequence, the em- 
ployes of the Adjutant-General’s office, 
whose wageg were to be defrayed by 
this money, did not recéive compensa- 
tion. 

The opinion here is that Sulzer’s de- 
fense will amount to a sweeping conten- 
tion that Tammany Hall and Wall street 
have attempted to “frame him up.” The 
intimation is that Sulzer will claim that 
Tammany agents, planted in his imme- 
diate circle of friends for the purpose, 
advised Mrs. Sulzer to use certain 
checks in Wall street speculation, being 
anxious to havé@-a club which they could 
hold over the Governor’s head in case 
he exhibited independence. The Tam- 
many bunch cajoled Mrs. Sulzer into 
speculating, purposely giving her what 
is referred to here as ‘“‘a bum tip” in or- 
der to lead the Governor into a finan- 
cial mire. With the records of al] trans- 
actions made out in the name of Sulzer, 
the Tammany crowd, it was claimed, 
felt sure it had forced him into a pocket 
where no amount of explanation ever 
could convince the public that he had 
not done wrong. 

Mrs. Sulzer, whose condition was 
somewhat improved today, will make a 
complete. testament to the Governor's 
attorneys as soon as she is strong 
enough. That she will mention Louis A. 
Sarecky, Sulzer’s field agent in the 
campaign, as having been duped by the 
Tammany stock jobbers along with her, 
is the prediction of persons close to the 
Governor. Mrs. Sulzer, in statements 
already- made, has explained that her 
husband was over his head in debt to 
the extent of $10,000 at the beginning 
of the campaign and that in financial 
matters last fall she received the ad- 
vice of Mathew T. Horgan, secretary of 
the Frawley, Investigating Committee. 
Horgan, who ' was formerly Sulzer’s in- 
timate personal friend, went into the 
Murphy camp when the Governor start- 
ed his fight on the Tammany boss, and 
is given credit for having disclosed the 
Sulzer Wall street gambling account. 

Mre. Sul@er Improving. 

Mrs. Sulzer suffered two fainting 
spells last night and her sleep was rest- 
less, Sedatives were administered. Dr. 
Robert Abrahams, her family physician, 
who arrived from New York at 1 a. m., 
said later that he had been at the bed- 
side all night, and Mrs. Sulser’s tem- 
perature and pulse were increasing. The 
improvement noticed during the day was 
so marked that Dr, Abrahams late this 
afternoon returned to New York. Be- 
fore departing he said: 

“Mrs. Sulzer’s condition ts not alarm- 
ing, but she requires absolute rest. The 
suggestion that she leave town for a 
few days has been abandoned, as rest 
in bed at the People’s House is more de- 
sirable. Mrs. Sulzer complains of head- 
aches and mental depression, but the re- 
sults of the very good care she has been 
receiving are beginning to manifest

SELF WITH POISON 
WHEN DREAM FAILS 


Edward Ruke Takes~ Cyanide 
While Despondent Over His 
Inability to Make Fortune. 


Edward Ruhl, a disappointed inventor, 
ended his life with cyanide of potasium 
yesterday afternoon at his home, 2631 
Chippewa street. Neighbors told the 
Police that Ruhl, who was 47 years old 
and the father of four children, fre- 
quently quarreled with his wife, but 
members of the family insisted his de- 
spondency was due to his failure to real- 
ize a fortune from a patent. 

A patrolman was standing at Chippewa 
street and Broadway about 4 p. m., 
when Miss Olga Ruhl ran to a drug 
store’ at the corner. A moment later 
she emerged, pale and nervous, and 
when questioned by the patrolman said 
her father had taken poison. 


Doctor Arrives Too Late 
Other members of the family. ‘had in 


the meantime summoned Dr. F. B. 
Drescher of 2154 Stansbury street, and 
he reached the home five minutes after 
Ruhl had swallowed the poison, but the 
deadly cyanide had been almost instan- 
taneous jn snuffing out his life, 

The police records show Ruhl was 
fined $25 in the. Wyoming Street Po- 
lice Court, Nov. 11, 1912, for having 
threatened to shoot his wife. His chil- 
dren said that while he did quarrel with 
his wife on certain occasions, it was 
only when he was brooding over his 
financial failure. : : 

For the last 20 years Ruhl had con- 
ducted a hardware store at 8818 South. 
Jefferson avenue, where he spent most 
of his leisure .time and many hours at 
night working out inventions. He fash- 
loned a barber chair, his family told 
the police, which, on account of the sim- 
plicity with which it can be operated, 
became very popular, but Ruhl gained 
very little profit from its manufacture. 
He frequently complained that in many 
barber shops he found his chair in op-

Whey standing ,at Cass avenue and 
Twenty-third street at 11:45 o’clock last 
night a patrolman heard a shot and 
ran in the direction whence the sound 
came. At 2200 Cass avenue he saw a 
man emerging from the yard by a side 
gate. The officer asked him who did 
the shooting. 

“They ganged me,’’ replied the man. 
I'm the man they shot.” 

The policeman called an ambulance 
and took the wounded man to the city 
hospital. He said he was Peter Lyman, 
27 years old, of 2706 Marcus avenue. The 
bullet had entered the left side of his 
abdomen. Surgeons at the hospital said 
the wouad was serious and might prove 
fatal. 

Says Negre Shot Him, 

Lynam told the police he and a com- 
panion, whose name he refused to di- 
vulge, had entered the back yard at 
2200 Cass. He said he was carrying 
cigars in his hand. He saw people sit- 
ting on the rear porch and asked them 
how to get out of the yard and they 
indicated an alley gate. 

Lynam said he opened this gate and 
a negro who stood there cried: ‘Give 
me those cigars or I'll kill you.” He 
gave the cigars to the negro, he said, 
and the negro shot him. 

‘‘That’s all you'll get out of me,” 
said Lynam. “I won’t tell you another 
thing about it.’’ 

Lynam is known to the police, hav- 
ing been arrested several times on mi- 
nor charges, but never convicted, He 
is said by the police to belong to the 
Bottoms gang. 

Police say the persons who sat on the 
rear porch at 2200 Cass corroborated 
what Lynam said as to his entering 
the yard with a companion, asking the 
way out and being shot by @ man in the 
alley. Lynam’s companion, they said, 
leaped over the fence and ran away. 

John Wilcox and Edward Lynch, ten- 
ants of the house, whose yard was. en- 
tered by Lynam and his companion, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter they werc 
sitting on the rear porch with William 
Wainwright of 3352 Arlington avenue 
when the men entered. 


Assailant Demanded Oigars. 
They said Lynam carried a box of ai- 


gars, and that when he asked the way 
out a small man, without hat, coat or 
collar demanded, with an oath, that he 
give up the cigars, then shot him. 

The man who fired the shot, they 
said, ran north on Twenty-second street, 
while Lynam’s companion jumped over 
a fence and diSappeared through the 
alley. 

The police theory is that Lynam, who, 
they say has pleaded guilty to larceny 
heretofore, stole the box of cigars and 
that its owner shot him.

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DROUTH BROKEN IN 
PARTS OF KANSAS 
AND MISSOURI 


‘Heavy Showers Reported All 


Over Kansas, Except in Cen- 
tral District. 


MORE RELIEF IN SIGHT 


Wind, Hail and Rain at Joplin, 
Mo.—Mines, Closed for Want 
of Water, to Re-Open. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 16.—The 
end of the longest, hottest and most 
costly drouth in the history of Kansas 
ls in sight, according to reports re- 
celved here tonight. Rain fell over a 
big portion of the state today, and in 
many places continued tonight. ' Gov- 
ernment weather forecasters said the 
rainfall probably indicated the drouth 
was broken. Good showers were general 
also in Northern Oklahoma. 

The precipitation in Kansas ranged 
from light showers to 1% inches, the 
heaviest rains being in the southern 
part. An inch of rain fell between Em- 
poria nnd Kansas City. Between Law- 
rence and Topeka the downpour, meas- 
ured three-quarters of an inch A 
heavy rain fell near Holton, and show- 
ers were reported east from there to 
Leavenworth. 

First Rain tn 71 Days. : 

The first rain in 71 days fell in Con- 
coriia tonight. During the drouth the 
mercury climbed above the 100 mark on 
2 days. In many places where rain 
fell today the drouth has been continuous 
for nine weeks. A drop in temperature 
Was experienced at all points where 
rain fell. 

Chinch bugs, which have aided the 
drouth in the destruction of crops, were 
routed. Near Arkansas City, where a 
quarter of an inch of rain fell, millions 
of the pests raised from the cornfields 
and flew towards the north. 

The high temperatures of the last 
two weeks continued in portions of 
Central Kansas, where no rain fell. 
Abilene reported 106 degrees; Emporia, 
104, and Salina 103. At Junction City, 
where light showers fell tonight, the 
m.ercury has reached the 100 mark, for 
35 consecutive days. 

Wind and Hail at Joplin. 

In Kansas City .56 inches of rain feli 
today and more rain was expected to- 
night. A heavy rain visited Southwest 
Missouri late today. At Joplin the rei- 
was accompanied by wind and hail. 
which shattered plate glass windows 
and tore down awnings. An hour be- 
fore the rain started the temperature 
was 108, the maximum of the year. 
Many mines, which had shut down on 
account of the water famine, will re- 
sume operations. 

Distilled water companies are reap- 
ing a harvest in Wichita because low 
water in private wells and in’ city 
wells has caused fear of germs. 

A strange feature at Wichita is 
that although other streams are dry, 
the Little Arkansas River, which sup- 
plies the municipal bathing beach 
pool, shows no eeffct of the drouth 
and Wichita residents are enabled to 
refresh themselves. 

At Topeka all social functions have 
been postponed and clubwomen and s0- 
ciety leaders have deserted regular 
meetings. Ministers have announced 
they intend to cut short their sermons 
and the hours of Sabbath services have 
been reduced. Contractors have found 
it impossible to obtain men who will 
work on tin roofs and shingle layers 
work only after sundown and in‘ the 
early morning hours. 

Hodges Pians Pond Day. 

Gov. Hodges of Kansas today an- 
nounced he is planning a “pond day” 
the last of this month. 

“The worst situation that has con- 
fronted Kansas in many years is with 
us now,” said the Governor. “It is,the 
water supply. We must take care of 
the future by saving the water that 
falls in winter and spring months. I be- 
Heve we could have a week of pond 
building in Kansas that would bring re- 
sults. There ought to be a hundred 
thousand ponds in Kaneas full of water 
now. I am going to try to get a pond 
built on each farm this fall to store the 
winter water.”

Josephine Casey, Chicago Or- 
ganizer, Tells Men New Pay 
System Is Necessary.

ELEVEN MORE ARRESTS 


All Except Two of Persons Pre- 
viously Taken Into Custody 
Discharged in Court. 


One hundred and fifty ladies’ tailors, 
all men, met at Fraternal Hall, 
Eleventh street and Franklin avenue, 
last night, to consider the question of 
joining in the strike of nearly 900 men 
and women garment workers, cloak and 
akirt makerg and pressers. 

Miss Josephine Casey, organizer of the 
women garment workers, and Israel 
Feit, vice-president of the Garment 
Workers’ Unton, addressed the men, 
urging them to organize and present 
their demands to their employers. 

Miss Casey, who came here from Chi- 
cago to run the women’s end of the 
present strike, is a friend of Miss 
Leonora O'Reilly, widely known leader 
of laboring women. She has been for 
li years in the work of forming indus- 
trial organizations ef women. 

Organized Chicago “L” Girlie 

As a girl, working as cashier for the 
Chicago “L” road at the Ashland Sta- 
tion, Miss Casey began her work of 
organizing women. She formed her fel- 
low workers into an auxiliary of the 
“T/’ Road Employes’ Union. 

She was so successful in this work 
that she was enlisted in the work of 
organizing other lines of women's work. 
She formed a union among the pearl 
button workers, and in several lines of 
garment making: She had a part in the 
Lawrence textile workers’ strike, though 
she has never affiliated herself with the 
Industrial orkers of the World, pre- 
ferring the methods of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

One of the chief abuses in the garment 
workers’ trade, Miss Casey said last 
night, is that the employe does not 
know what wage is to be paid for any 
work until & is done. The compensa- 
tion is lef te the employer, she said, 
to a greater extent than in any other 
employment. What is needed, shé said, 
is not so much to abolish the piece*work 
system as to put it on a basis of fixed 
rates of pay. 

Dleven new arrests, and the discharge 
in police court of all except two of 
those previously arrested, were yester- 
day’s G@velopments in the strike, which 
is being carried on by means of active 
and vigorous picketing.

Deneen, representing the 
Butts Legislative Committee investigat- 
ing the purchase of $1,000,000 worth of 
voting machines by the city of Chicago, 
hoped to provide means whereby the 
scandal could be investigated in Iowa 
and New York, was foiled today by the 
Empire Voting Machine Co., which sold 
the machines.

thespian who plays heavy and doubles 
in brass for a musical comedy com- 
pany, is pictured as the diabolical, 
shrewd and crafty villain. 

About eight weeks ago, the girls, 
through a dancing teacher, whose pupils 
they had been for several years, accept- 
ed an engagement to tour the South with 
the comedy company. 

Regularly they sent home postcards 
from the various stopping places telling 
of the fine time they were having and 
how thoroughly they were enjoying the- 
atrical life. The villain was not men- 
tioned until about a week ago, when the 
post cards began bearing remarks about 
nis scheming and hateful ways. 

He Was Jealous, They Said. 

One message conveyed the news that 
the villain had disrupted the com- 
pany. He was furiously jealous because 
the girls in the show were making a 
bigger hit than he was, according to an- 
other message. 

He was angry because the audiences 
did not hiss him to his villanious satis- 
faction and were applauding the sing- 
ing and daacing acts so thunderouslv 
that his muttered curses behind the 
wings were not even heard by the stage 
carpenter. 

Thursday, Attorney Davies received 
what he considered a mysterious 
message from his daughter. It read 
in part: 

‘Don’t believe anything the villain has 
to say about me.” 

Davies immediately consulted with 
the parents of Miss Engstrom, and 
for several days the telegraph wires 
between here and New Orleans, the 
eddress from which the last card 
had been sent, were kept busy.

A telegram to the girls failed to 
reach them, and one to the manager of 
the troupe, brought the response that 
the girls had gone on a strike and haa 
departed for parts unknown.

Then the vil- 
lain, according to the parents of the 
girls, got in his villainous work. He 
circulated rumors to the effect that 
the girls had eloped with other dis- 
gruntled members of the company.

LENDER DENIES BRIBERY 


Pawnbroker Swears $3500 Was 
Raised for Pub'icity—“$3500 
Wouldn’t Defeat Bill” 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 16—The House 


lobby investigators centered their at- 
tention today on the statement of L H. 
McMichael, one-time chief page of the 
House, that Representative James T. 
McDermott of Chicago had received 
about $7500 for efforts to defeat a bill at- 
fecting local pawnbrokers and “loan 
sharks.” After more than five hours 
of hard work the committee was not 


much nearer a definite conclusion about 
the $7500 than it was when McMichael 
made his first statement. 

The one-time chief of the House pages 
reiterated today his testimony that Mc- 
Dermott told him that he got about $7500 
in the loan shark matter and stuck to 
his story under severe cross-examina- 
tion by James S. Easby-Smith, attorney 
tor McDermott. Former Washington 
pawnbrokers, who quit business when 
this bill became law, gave the commit- 
tee no definite tnformation to connect 
McDermott with any such fund or to 
disclose that the pawnbrokers ever 
raised any such amount for any pur- 
pose. 

Broker Contributed to Fund. 

Abraham Bernstein, one of the brokers, 
said he contributed to a fund to be used 
in advancing the arguments of himself 
and his fellows. He showed a lack of 
memory about many details concerning 
the raising of the money and was sub- 
jected to a long and sharp fire of di- 
rect examination in which every mem- 
ber of the committee who was present 
took part. Pinned down time after time, 
however, Bernstein denied that the brok- 
ers ever raised more than $3500 and 
swore that it was used to pay attorneys 
to represent them before officials here 
and in publicity work. 

He was asked to help, he swore, 
by George D. Hornung, another local 
pawnbroger, who, according to Mc- 
Michael, made the arrangement with 
McDermott to work against the bill. 
He said he gave two checks to Hor- 
nung amounting to about $700. Mc- 
Dermott, he said, he had known for 
about a year. He, Hornung and “Ike” 
Heidenheimer, another broker, inter- 
ested in the bill’s defeat, he said 
called at McDermott’s office on Capi- 
tol Hill once, but he did not know the 
year and he wasn’t sure whether 
McDermott was in at the time or 
who was there. He was sure at first 
he had not paid any money to Hor- 
nung in 1911, when McMichael swore 
the deal was made, but, after con- 
tinued questioning, agreed he was not 
entirely certain about the matter. 

Bernstein denied that $3500 
raised to “defeat legislation.” 

“$3500 Wouldn’t Defeat Bill.” 

“Thirty-five hundred dollars never 
defeated legislation,’ he said. “ou 
might defeat it with $40,000 or $50,- 
000.” 

When the laughter subsided, Bern- 
stein admitted he did not know how 
he could defeat legislation even with 
that amount. He denied he ever 
talked with McDermott about legis- 
lation except in a casual way. 

Berstein could not fix the time 
when Hornung first came to him and 
suggested they must do something 
to defeat the loan shark Dill. He 
said Hornung, Heidenheimer and he 
talked about the matter frequently, 
but he could not give detafils of these 
conversations. 

“We didn’t do anything rash,” he 
admitted frequently. Bernstein de- 
nied he had talked with Hornung or 
Heidenheimer about the testimony he 
was to give. 

Imamnuel Steinem, the second ex- 
pawnbroker, said he contributed 
nothing to the fund to defeat the 
bill although approached by the trio 
who did put up the money. 


Broker Approached in 1911. 

Although Bernstein swore that, to 
the best of his recollection the ac- 
tivities of the three did not: begin 
in 1911, Steinem thought he had been 
approached in that year. He had no 
idea he said of what money was 
raised or how it was spent. Hornung 
and Heidenheimer will testify next 
week. 

At the morning session of the com- 
mittee McMichael continued his story, 
saying that he was receiving $75 a 
week from the New York World, 
which printed the Martin Mulhall 
lobby exposure, under an agreement 
to write a story about “Twenty Years 
a Houge Employe” after the lobby 
investigation is finished.

MAN OF MYSTERY

William Olschleger, known in the 
neighborhood as a man of mystery, was 
found dead in his room at 2322 Park av- 
enue, yesterday morning with a bullet 
hole in his right temple.

Mrs. Edna Waters, who conducts a 
rooming house at the Park avenue ad- 
dress, told policemen thllt she believed 
her mysterious guest was an evangelist, 
because he received copies of a German 
relizious journal, he always dressed in 
somber garb, had a musical voice and 
kept regular hours. 

He called at her house unheralded 
three weeks ago, she said, and engaged 
lodging. She assigned him to a detached 
room on the second floor. He seemed 
to be well supplied with funds and paid 
for his lodging in advance. 

Last Friday morning Pearl Hampton, 
a negro maid, went to Olschlager’s 
room to straighten it up. As she opened 
the door she saw the lodger lying face 
downward on-the bed. He was attired 
in shirt and trousers. Mrs. Waters told 
the maid not to disturb him, saying 
that she would arouse him later in the 
day. 

Olschlager was not seen all of Fri- 
day, and yesterday morning, becoming 
uneasy, Mrs. Waters went to his room. 
She found he was dead. 

Mrs. Waters said it was probable that 
Olschlager shot himself Friday night. 
The noise of street cars, she believes, 
kept her from hearing the shot. 

A letter bearing a 5-cent 
stamp and addressed “Olschlager, Fil- 
mas, Germany.” was on the dresser 
and beside it was a note which read: 
“Please send this letter to my home.” 

Mrs. Waters said Olschlager did not 
associate with other lodgers and never 
told anything about himself or his 
home. He was pleasant, she said, but 
spoke to no one in the house.

Miss Clara Louise Thompson of 5960 
Clemens avenue is the first precinct 
worker to report. Her precinct is No. 17 
in the Twenty-eighth Ward. She can- 
vassed the voters and got the signa- 
tures of 73.1 per cent of those whom 
she interviewed. There are 318 regis- 
tered voters in the precinct. All but 
91 were visited. Many of the 91 are 
out of the city. Twenty-five refused 
to sign, declaring themselves opposed 
to suffrage.

@ great disappointment to all concerned, and 
I have held off as long as I could because 
I felt that I am not a success myself so far 
as 1 have gone; that the club has not been 
making money, owing to its low ‘standing 
in the race, and therefore that it was up to 
me to stand for some things that I would not 
otherwise have endured. 

‘‘But when I found that our players were 
being sold outright to minor league clubs 
without options and that I was constantly 
being urged to cut off players against my 
best judgment without waiting for a chance 
to make a trade which would help the team, 
I decided that I must make a stand. 

“If thig statement does not meet with the 
approval of President Herrmann, I can’t help 
it, and he has the right to let me out at 
any time. I would rather go out to my 
fruit farm in Oregon than try to handle a 
club when I am not backed up by the own- 
ers. So long as I continue as manager [| 
shall not let another player go unless I 
know just what the deal is. 

“I greatly admire and respect President 
Herrmann personally, but his ideas of build- 
ing up a ball club do not correspond with 
mine.’’

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 16.—When 
the Ford Motor Co. reduced the prices 
of its cars Aug. 1, the percentage of 
the cut was larger than that of any 
ever made by any automobile com- 
pany, it is said. ‘ 

The new prices announced, run- 


car $750 in the United States, and 
runabout $600, touring car $650, town 
car $900 in the Dominion of Canada, 
have set the automobile world agog. 

These rednctions are made in the 
pursuance of the fixed policy of Henry 
Ford, adopted 10 years ago when he 
established his great industry at 
Highland Park, to sell his motor cars 
at the lowest figure which his pro- 
duction would permit, consistent 
with his ideals as to quality. 

So. tremendous has. been the suc- 
cess of the Ford cars that the pro- 
duction has advanced each year with 
extraordinary leaps, and the Ford 
Motor Co. has become one of the 
marvels of the industrial world. This 
magic growth has enabled Mr. Ford 
to batter down the prices of his car 
to a point within: the reach--of the 
pocketbook of everyone. 

Some predict the Ford. production 
will reach the 600,000 mark within a 
few years. . That the idea of one con- 
cern building and marketing 500.000 
cars in one year is not a mere dream 
is realized when it is known that 
during the season which will close 
Oct. 1, the Ford Co. will have built 
and sold approximately 185,000 cars.

The three cars arrived 
in Salt Lake City on July 26, and 
after a day there, proceeded west to 
Reno and thence over the Sierras to 
the coast. 

“Payson W. Spaulding of Pvanston, 
a pathfinder and prominent good 
roads advocate, who piloted the cars 
for a short distance in Wyoming, 
states that at the time the Packard 
went through, all the local cars had 
gone into retirement to wait for the 
roads to dry after a series of cloud- 
bursts.

GRAND JURY FAKES IT UP 


There Remains Only Rumor 
That Girl Had Knowledge of 
Business Irregularity. 


DALLAS, Tex., Aug. 16. 

HE great mystery of the murder 

BE of Florence Brown is still un- 
solved. Three weeks of inves- 
tigation by dozens of detectives and 
police have not developed the slight- 
est tangible clew to the identity of 
the murderer nor suggested a motive, 

It is no exaggeration to say the 
police are exactly where they were on 
the day the crime was committed. 
Oddly enough, many of the police be- 
lieve they know who killed the young 
woman. But this belief is founded 
upon instinct or, in street parlance, a 
“hunch,” and the police admit readily 
that there is not the slightest sub- 
stantial evidence upon which to base 
it. 

Unless they ,come into possession 
of facts not now at hand, the man 
they suspect will never be arrested, 
and he will continue to go about his 
work, as they say he has been doing 
since the tragedy, without exhibiting 
the slightest evidence of being wor- 
ried or harried by a guilty conscience. 

The police have examined more than 
20 suspects, investigated 100 theories; 
they have several scores of knives, 
razors and hammers, some showing an 
accumulation of several years’ rust, 
and a dozen outfits of clothing that 
have been brought in by persons who 
think they have been worn or used 
by the slayer. 

A dozen times they have announced 
that they were practically ready to 
make an arrest, so near were they to 
a solution of the mystery, only to 
admit later that it was a false hope. 
More’than 200 men have been giving 
their full attention to the case. Yet 
when the grand jury convened this 
week more than 30 women, friends of 
the slain stenographer, were sum- 
moned in hope they might throw some 
light on the crime. Also the four men 
who were employed in the office with 
Miss Brown were witnesses.

curred in the ground floor real 
estate office suite of Robinson & Sty- 
ron, 110 Field street, between 8:20 and 
9 o’clock Monvay morning, July 28, 
has been an unsurmountable obstacle 
to the police and private detectives who 
have undertaken to solve the mystery 
in the hope of earning the $1050 reward. 
The principal facts of the crime are: 


Miss Brown, a niece of Jeff D. Robin- 
son, head of the firm and daughter of 
J. R. Brown, a policeman, was confi- 
dential clerk and stenographer of the 
firm. Following instructions given by 
her uncle when he departed for his va- 
cation trip, S. B. Cuthbertson, a sales-

They reached the office at about 8:15 
and, according to Cuthbertson, he un- 
locked the doors and turned on the fan 
and the lights in the toilet room. He 
then obtained a deed from his desk and 
went to the courthouse to look up taxes 
and other data on a lot he hoped to 
sell. 

After 8:30, the exact time not being 
established, A. M. Vaughan, a real es- 
tate dealer who has an office near by 
and often employed Miss Brown to write 
deeds for him, passed the office of Rob- 
inson & Styron and‘looked in. He saw 
a man, smoothfaced, attired in a dark 
coat and light trousers, standing at the 
telephone table. Vaughan wanted to 
get from Miss Brown some deeds she 
had written for him on Saturday and, 
not seeing her, went on to his office. 

At 9 o'clock Cuthbertson returned and 
began. work at his desk. He says he 
did not see Miss Brown nor wonder at 
her absence, which was not unusual.

Naturally much / interest has been 
shown in the story told by Cuthbertson, 
the last person known to have seen 
Miss Brown alive. 

Cuthbertson gave to the police imme- 
diately after the crime was reported a 
detailed statement of his movements on 
that morning. Recently he has com- 
plained to the police that he is being 
annoyed by amateur detectives seeking 
further information. In making this 
complaint, Cuthbertson has retold his 
story of Monday morning in more detail. 
It is given in full here because it is the 
Inst authoritive information as to Miss 
Biown up to the time of the tragedy. 

He arrived at Miss Brown’s home on 
Cedar Springs, about 8 o’clock.

BOSTON, Aug. 16.—Ernest Jaumsen, 


the Russian journalist, who was held 
up by immigration officiala when he 


arrived in Boston a week ago, has 
won his fight to enter the United 
States. Commissioner General of Im- 
migration Caminetti sent notice to 
this effect to the Boston authorities: 

Jaumsen was at liberty this morn- 
ing and went at once to Fitchburg, 
where he is to be employed on a 
newspaper. 

When Jaumsen arrtved here he ad- 
mitted he had escaped from a Sibe- 
rian prison, where he was serving five 
years for political activity. He said 
he was a “Socialist Democrat,” and 
that he had written many articles 
for newspapers itn his native country. 

Bome of these articles, he said, 
aroused the ire of the Government,. 
and he was arrested and thrown into 
prison. The Immigration Board, after 
hearing Jaumsen’s story, voted not to 
allow him to enter the United States, 
declaring they considered him “highly 
undesirable and unquestionably 
inimical to the best interests of the 
United States.” 

Attorney George Romerore, a So- 
cialist, took up Jaumsen’s case, and 
it was brought to the attention of 
Congressman Peters of Boston and 
Sabath of Ylinois. They used their 
influence in securing his admission.

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REPUBLICANS FAIL 
T0 RAISE DUTY ON 
FISH, STRAW, FRUIT 


Agricultural Schedule to Be Fin- 
ished Monday, Then Will 
Come Sugar. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—The Senate 
today almost completed consideration of 
the agricultural schedule ef the tariff 
bill, disposing ef a number of imper- 
tant rates protested against by the Re- 
publicans. No amendments were adopt- 


ed, though Republican leaders sought 
to increase the rates on straw, fish, ap 
ples and other fruits, to abolish the pro- 
posed duties on canary, caraway and 
anise seeds, and vigorously protested 
against any duty on bananas. 

Demecratic leaders expect to complete 
the agricultural sohedule Monday. Free 
cattle, free wheat and their products 
have been approved. The sugar sched- 
ule, upon which the greatest fight of 
the tariff controversy will be waged, will 
be reached next, and majority leaders 
are planning to hold night sessions. 

Ledge Fears Canadian Control. - 

Senator Lodge declared the great re- 
ductions proposed on fish preducts, with 
fresh fish on the free list, would give 
Canadian fishermen control of the great 
New England markets. 

Senators Burton, Weeks and Sherman 
argued against the proposed duty of 
1-10th of 1 per cent @ pound on bananas. 
Defending the proposed rate as a reve- 
nue tax, not levied against a basic food 
product, Senator Williams of Missis- 
sippi facetiously remarked it would tax 
the “downtrodden working man” at 
the rate of “1-50th of a cent 1p=~"panana.”’ 

Senator Sherman of Illinois, referr 
ing to the fact that most of the 
bananas imported come from Central 
American countries, said this coun- 
try should “cultivate friendly rela- 
tions with the principal product of 
those countries, sent from a friendly 
port,” for, “we have either got to 
vitalize the Monroe doctrine or ig- 
nobly abandon it.” 

Senator Weeks of Massachusetts 
saiqd the consumer eventually would 
pay the duty of approximately $2,2365,- 
000 a year on bananas, 

The vote tp sustain the proposed 
banana tax was close, 81 to 28, Sen- 
ators Thornton and Ransdell of 
Louisiana voting with the Repub- 
licans. 

Change on Dandelion Root. 

Senator Morris of Nebraska pro- 
tested against the proposed duty of 
2 cents a pound on dandelion root 
and other substitutes for coffee, 
maintaining that they should go on 
the free list. He argued that such a 
rate was “a direct protection.to the 
Coffee Trust.” Senator Willlams, on 
consultation with other Democrats, 
consented that the paragraph go back 
to the committee, with the prospect 
that Senator Morris’ suggestion might 
be accepted, 

Early in the day, Senator McLean 
of Connecticut addressed the Senate 
in opposition to the Finance Commit- 
tee amendment permitting the im- 
portation of the feathers of wild 
birds. Answering him, Senator Reed 
of Missouri deslared it was a waste 
of time to talk about herons and hum- 
ming birds while the business of the 
country was halted pending action on 
the tariff. 

McLean’s amendment, offered at 
the request of the Audubon Society, 
prohibited importations of aigrettes 
of the heron.

DIGGS HELD FOR ASSAULT 
ON PHOTOGRAPHERS 


Arrest Follows Free-for-All 
Fight With Newspaper Men 
After Court. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 16—As a 
result of the free-for-all fight yes- 
terday between newspaper photog- 
raphers and the Diggs-Caminetti 
party, Maury IL Diggs was re- 
arrested today charged with as- 
sault by A. Devinne. Frank Ram- 
sey, a friend of Diggs, also arrested 
yesterday in the same melee, was 
found guilty today of assault on W. 
H. Mathews and will be sentenced 
Monday. 

Diggs became incensed yesterday 
because photographers attempted to 
snap his wife, mother, father and 
aunts as they were leaving the Fed- 
eral Building where Diggs is on trial 
under the Mann act.

PUZZLES BOARD 
OF EAST ST. LOUIS 


Power of Dismissal Is Transfer- 
red, Status of Men Let Out 
Is in Doubt. 


Officials of East St. Leuis have dis- 
cove! that under a recent law enact- 


ed b@ the Illinois Legislature the power 
to diicharge Hast -Side police and fire- 
men has been taken from the Board of 
Fire and Police Commissioners and is 
vested in a commission composed of the 
judges of the Circuit, County and Pro- 
bate courts. The legality of the dismissal 
from the force of a dozen patrolmen re- 
cently is doubted, and the status of sev- 
eral officers recently suspended under 
charges is uncertain. 

Mayor Chamberlain told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Saturday that he believes, 
efter reading the law. which hecams ef- 
fective July 1, that the Police Board has 
no right to dismiss patrolmen, but that 
they can “drop them from the rolls.”

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There has been very little change in 
weather conditions during the past week 
and the weather is the ruling factor 
in the making of prices in the cotton 
market. In most of the cotton belt, 
conditions have been favorable, but the 
greater part of Texas and Oklanoma 
need rain badly. While there have been 
some scattered showers in Texas, the 
rain has not been general enough. Hot 
winds have not materialized, but the 
lack of moisture and the extremo heat 


together have caused a good deal of 
shedding. 
‘ It is generally believed that the im- 
provement in the Atlantic states has 
about offset any deterioration that may 
have taken place in Texas and Okla- 
homa. Should rain be general in Texas 
and Oklahoma in the next few days the 
prospect will be materially improved. 
The feeling generally is one of opti- 
mism and may be expressed in figures 
at about 15,000,000 bales, and this fig- 
ure is believed to be about what the 
world requires of American cotton. 
Prices seem to be on the decline, but 
gradually and without any excitement 
or pressure to sell. The feeling of con- 
fidence that is engendered in the minds 
of manufacturers by the prospect of a 
large or a full crop is the beginning of 
an extension of their business and, in 
the end, a good demand is the result, 
World Industria] Eyes on Crop. 
Just at this season of the vear the 
whole textile manufacturing industry of 
the world is concerned about the Amer- 
ican crop of cotton and prices will move 
with changing weather conditions. There 
has been little or no change in trade 
conditions. The manufacturers in Great

Corn Crop Badly Damaged. 

It goes without sayli that the corn 
crop is damaged to a point bordering on 
disaster over a wide area. No vegeta- 
tion can stand temperatures of 100 to 112 


'degrees without constant rains to off- 


set them, especially when the heat con- 
tinues for a period of two or three weeks 
as the present hot wave has, and fol- 
lowing as it did a preceding hot wave 
that dried out the soll to an alarming 
extent. 

It may be stated without fear of con- 
tradiction that the present drouth is the 
most severe the country has ever ex- 
perienced, and rains over a wide area 
must come immediately if a corn crop 
calamity is to be averted.

South America has already dispatched 
to Europe about five millions sterling in 
gold, of which 3,500,000 pounds sterling 

as actually arrived. Of the arrivals, 
1,750,000 pounds sterling has gone into 
the Bank of England’s reserve; the rest 
to the Continent, chiefly Paris. Of the 
balance now on the water, probably 
three-fourths will go to the Continent 
—largely to Berlin. . 

The Argentine Government's Redemp- 
tion Bureau is endeavoring to check 
gold exports by giving out only German 
and French coin against notes present- 
ed. This, however, perfectly suits. Ger- 
many, which is endeavoring to meet its 
home September needs by drawing gold 
from Argentine. 

Egypt eT demands for gold have 
begun earlier than usual. This is be- 
cause Egypt is ill-provideq with gold, 
because of the extent to which it 
was drawn upon fer tne supplying 
of India last season. Egypt will prob- 
ably take £9,000,000 gold in all during 
the coming season. 

Nevertheless, the general money 
market outlook is distinctly better. 
Hopes are, in fact, increasing that the 
Bank of England may not have to 
raise its rate this autumn above the 
present 4% per cent level, It is im- 
possible as vet to forecast the bank’s 
action confidently. But meantime 
Lombard street is now ready to make 
the usual advances to your market 
immediately your grain ang cotton 
bills come forward.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 16.—Car- 
load shipments of Elberta peaches 
from the Ozark region practically 
closed today.

The Mortgage Trust Co. virtually has 
completed negotiations with .the Bank 
of Commerce fo a long. lease of the first 
floor of the new Bank of Commerce 
Building at the northeast corner of 
Broadway and Pine street.

years, made another attempt —his thir- 
teéenth—to escape the other day. The officials 
of the Massachusetts prison at Charlestown are 
always on the watch for signe of a new liberty 
plot on Pomeroy’s part. He is feared by the 
warden, by the keepers, by the guards who al- 
ternate night and day in front of his solitary 
cell. The man of 52 who, as a boy of 16 tortured 
and murdéred children with the malignity of a 
fiend, has developed an ingenuity in his schemes 
for escape that is nothing less than diabolical. 

His lafest scheme was evidenced by the find 
ing in his cell of a steel spike and a strip of 
tin. Where and how did he get them? Nobody 
can explain. 

Alienists and criminalogists the world over 

Gre amazed at Pomeroy's case. After all these 
years of solitary confinement the prisoner's mind 
is highly alert, keen, 
resourceful, Usually a 
few years of such con 
finement breaks down 
the menial faculties. 
In Pomeroy’s case the 
opposite has resulted. 
His mind has strength- 
ened rather than 
weakened. Abnormal 
in boyhood, as his 
crimes proved, his re- 
tention and growth 
of mental powers show 
him to be still an ab- 
normal individual, a 
puzzte to medical 
ecience.

Weeks of searching brought no results and an- 
other mystery was added to the list of unsolved 
things. 

Policeman Faxon was on duty in South Fourth 
street, Boston, April 22, 1874—a few weeks after 
the mystery of Katie Curran’s disappearance. 
There had been a heavy snow and a chill wind 
was blowing. Out of the cold came a youngster 
who grabbed his hand, mumbled something and 
pointed to the salt marshes in the distance. He 
could only point, for he was a deaf mute. Think- 
ing the child had strayed from the deaf mutes’ 
institution and was afraid to go home alone, the 
policeman permitted the child to lead him down 
the street. But the youngster did not stop at 
the big gate; he tugged along, leading the way 
to the marshes. Every time the policeman halt- 
ed, the child pulled at his hand and pointed to the 
wet wastes beyond. 

At last the policeman reached a point where 
the grass was high and the water close to the 
roadway. Pointing into a clump the child grunted 
something, which was interpreted to be “Search.” 


There in the weeds lay the dead and butchered 


body of a little boy. He had been mutilated and 
his flesh was ful) of pins. 

The deaf mute boy was caken to the Perkins 
Institute for the deaf and dumb, and there to Dr. 
Anagnas he fingered his story:

déad chiid and his body full of pins. Footprints 
in the snow were carefully traced on paper and 
with one accord the police said: “Jesse Pom- 
eroy!” 

At the Pome:oy home the mother was awak- 
ened. “We want Jesse,” the police said. ‘He’s 
in bed, been sick all day and has not been out of 
the house,” answered the mother. It was a fatal 
defense, It convinced the police that the boy 
had been up to some mischief even if he did not 
ill the Mellen child. 

The door was opened and in bed apparently 
asleep was Jesse. His shoes and stockings nearby 
weie wet and muddy. The shoes exactly fitted 
the prints in the snow .where the Mellen boy’s 
body was found. He was arrested for murder, but 
denied guilt, saying he had not been near the 
marshes all day. He did admit leaving the house 
despite his mother’s vehement assertions to the 
contrary. A ce)l door swung to, and again Jesse 
Pomeroy was a prisoner awaiting trial. 

The day Jesse was held for trial the mother 
closed her store and moved. Everybody felt 
sorry that she must abandon her business and 
assumed that the disgrace had been too much 
for her. 

Landlords were “on the job” in these days as 
actively as today. Soon renovators were in the 
now vacant storeroom to fix it up for the next 
tenant. At first they encountered a horrible 
odor. They attributed it to the stuffiness of a 
clored store. Next they found a number of dead 
rats. These were thrown into the street. 

A nearby druggist became interested in the rats, 
for all had disintegrated in a peculiar manner. 
He decided that all had eaten something contain- 
ing chloride of lime. Then he recalled that some 
time before he had sold chidride of lime to a 
member of the Pomeroy family. With the police 
he hurried to the store. In the basement was 


found a pile of earth and lime. Into it they 
delved. First was found a gold locket and chain, 
then the disintegrating body of a little girl, the 
body of little Katie Curran. It had been placed, 
in the lime only a short while before, after the 
arrest of Jesse for the Mellen boy’s murder, 

Indignation ran the limit. An attempt was 
made to burn the house and the father of Jesse 
had to leave Boston, although no cone suspected 
him, He had not lived with his wife for a long 
time previously. The crowd shouted for the blood 
of the mother, but she was safe with the police. 

Jesse heard all that was being said, but re- 
mained calm in his cell. He had never cried for 
“justice,” a word of high sound but of little 
meaning to him, and now he asked that “justice” 
be given him. This outburst was because of the 
fear that he would he tried, not only for the Mel- 
len and Curran murdets, but that his other black 
deeds world be weighcd against him again. 

“It would not be fair for them to do that,” he 
in quoted as saying. “I paid the penalty for those 
offenses once.” 

The trial of Jesse Pomeroy for the murder of 
the two children stands as unique in American 
criminal annals. This child of 15 years sat be- 
side his Jawyers ‘as calm and fearless as a hard- 
ened criminal, but with an air of innocence that 
was appealing, despite the overwhelming evidence 
egainst him. He advised with them as best he 
could, in view. of the plea of insanity they had 
made for him. 

It was shown that both murders were calmly 
conceived and calmly carried out, thus making 
their villainy peculiarly atrocious. When the 
Curran girl asked for a spool of thread she was 
told to come down to the end of the counter and 
ma'e her selection. While she was*there Jesse 
wal’ed to the street door and locked it. Then 
he hit the child in the head with a club, threw

Judge Gaston, later Governor, thought hanging 
none too severe and sentenced him to the gallows. 
That opened the floodgates. Thousands of peti- 
tions flooded the office of Gov. Rice. Part urged 
clemency, others sought vengeance. A dozen lit- 
tlo victims of the fiend were paraded before the 
Governor when the latter was presented. Gov. 
Rice commuted the sentence to solitary confine- 
ment for life. 

On Sept. 7, 1876, when the boy was 16 years and 
§ months old, he was taken into the Massachusetts 
State Prison at Charlestown. He has never left 
its walls. Hardly had he become settled in his 
cell before he asked for newspapers. 

“No newspapers tor you the balance of your 
life,” was the answer he got. Then he asked for 
writing paper. 

“What for?” was the natural answer. 

“To set myself right with the world,” was his 
answer. 

“Did not vou kill these children?” 

“I did—or they. say I did—I don’t remember. 
But I know I did not torture them. I am going 
to tell the world so.” 

For months and months he wrote. 
one relaxation. 

For a long time he was a model prisoner. One 
day he reverted to his natural self and declared: 
“] will not be here always. When I get out I 
will kill Judge Gaston and everyone whe helped 
put me here.” He had tried to escape a dozen or 
more times. No one doubts if he is ever beyond 
the prison walls, some one or several will pay 
dearly for his long years of confinement. 

In the long years since 1876 Jesse Pomeroy has 
kept the news channels more than full, for the 
cunning that made him a successful crimina) has 
kept him busy in attempts to escape. It has been

By a conservative estimate jewels worth $3,431,000 have been stolen in a winter and summer 
sodial season—and the summer season is not yet over. In New York, at Newport, at Narragansett 
Pier, at the New Jersey seashore and country-home places, these thefts have been committed. 
some have taken place at the shops of well-known dealers in New York. In one or two instances 

en have been robbed on shipboard. But in the main these thefts of the costly baubles of the 
rich have taken place in their town or country homes. Ordinary thefts are not included in the 
estimate. 

Deputy Police Commissioner Dougherty of New York is taking a hand with the private detec- 
tives in a determined effort to ferret the thieves. He believes, with the professional slieuths, that 
there is orgdnized action in the commission of these —T 

A war of wits, a titanic contest of shrewdness, acute brain matched against acute brain, is 
going on today, every day. The detectives who make up one side of the contest are not looking 
for common criminals; they are on the scent of the men higher up in jewel thievery, expecting to 
discover the master brain of the combination, which is believed by them to rule the lesser lights. 
in the organization as a commanding general orders his army. The general directs the fight, at 
a safe distance from the firing line. So, according to the theory upon which the hunt is being 
made, does the head of the jewel-stealing army direct his men. ‘ . 

Whether the head and front of this offending is in America or in Europe the detectives have 
not divulged, if they know. They believe that somewhere exists a “fence” for the disposition of 
the stoler property. That no ordinary pawnbroker is at the head of the thieves they feel certain. 

Detectives of the king that get results do not disclose their methods. They keep their own 
counsel. W. J. Burns, for instance, knew practically all about the great McNamara dynamite con- 
spiracy for weeks before the rest of the world 
found it out. The men who are trying to solve 
the mystery of the jewel robberies are likewise 
reticent. 


But it has been gathered from some of the op- 
eratives of high quality assigned to this task that 
there is a suspect. Perhaps this admission has 
been made in the belief that in some way it may 
advance the work. 


Whatever may be their motives, the big detect- 
ives have let it be known that they are “shadow-

An astounding sensation 
is promised when the source of Bk. 
the thief syndicate is uncovered. One 
result, it is hoped, will be to disclose what be- 
comes of stolen jewelry, where and how it is 
marketed. That it is marketed through some 
mysterious process is conceded, and it is 
believed that this process involves an interna- 
tional “fenee.” It is easy, of course, for a thief 
to realize on gold ornaments by melting the 
metal. Diamonds, pearls, rubies and other 
precious stones are not so easy to dispose of 
without detection. In the case of diamonds of 
great distinction, known to experts everywhere, 
a new cutting is resorted to, though it is said 
that even some of these may be taken to India 
without alteration and sold te the nabobs there, 
who are always adding to their collections of 
precious stones. 

A diamond sunburst is stolen. It contains many 
stones. They are wrenched from their setting and 
placed again in the market. Perhaps, the woman 
of wealth who sits beside the victim of a theft 
committed some time before may be wearing on 
her person some of the very stones taken at that 
theft. She has bought them legitimately, after 
they have been returned to the market. The 
former owner, of course, cannot identify them

and does not suspect their proximity. 

Among the most recent of the daring thefts 
of jewelry from summer homes of the wealthy 
are those of the Hanans and the Rumseys at Nar- 
raganett Pier. Mrs. John H. Hanan lost pearls 
and diamonds valued at from $150,000 to $250,000. 
The lowest estimate places them at $160,000. Mrs. 
Charles C. Rumsey, who is a daughter of the late 
E. H. Harriman, was victimized to the extent of 
about $75,000 worth of jewelry. 

About the same time Mrs. Albert Bond Lam- 
bert of St. Louis narrow!y escaned being robbed 
of her jewels. A man purpcrti-s ‘o be an electric 
light inspector entered tre Lamlsrit & immer home 
at the Pier. He was watched closely until he 
entered the servants’ quarters, where the sur- 
veillance relaxed. There he stole the chauffeur's 
jewelry. Mrs. Lambert was congratulated upon 
saving her own, which would have made handsome 
loot for the thief. 

Detectives by squads have tried to solve the 
mystery of these and many other Narragansett 
Pier and Newport jewel robberies. As a rule their 
work merely adds to the losses already suffered, 


for detectives must be paid, whether or not they 
do any detecting. 

Theories as to the social status of the robbers 
vary greatly. Some persons hold that in some in- 
stances a servant is in league with the robber. 
Others are of opinion that somebody in society, 
whether a “social climber’ or a person already 
admitted to the inner circle_by right of birth or 
former financial standing, does the thieving. At 
Newport not long ago somebody even had the 
audacity to suspect one of the detectives! The- 
orizing is cheap. 

There have been arrests In connection with one 
recent robbery which throw a little gleam of light 
upon the methods of the international syndi- 
cate of thieves. The wealthy H. L. Haas family 
had settled ccmfortably in their summer mansion 
on the New Je sey coast for the summer. They 
hed a list of vic ed servants. James McIntyre, 
the butler, was particularly desirable. His refer- 
ences were unimpeachable. His conduct was 
above reproach. His efficiency appealed strongly 
to the family. for it is not every butler who knows 
his business thoroughly. 
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Then there was Marie, the favorite maid. She 
was not French, as her first name might suggest. 
Her surname was Kruger. An extremely neat 
and obliging maid was Marie, almost a beauty, 
highly intelligent. Mrs. Haas doted on Marie. 
She could not get along without her brown-eyed 
Marie, who knew always exactly what was expected 
of her and never failed to come up to expectations. 
Of course there were many other servants in the 
big seashore house, but McIntyre and Marie were 
the prime favorites. 

The family jewels were valued at $50,000. Mrs. 
Haas had worn them at several social functions 
on the shore. One night the family went for an 
automobile ride, Mrs. Haas first very carefully 
soncealing her precious jewelry in a drawer. 

Marie was in tears, wringing her hands, when 
the family returned. She had heard noises, she 
said, had run upstairs, and gad seen a masculine 
figure disappear through a window overlooking 
the garden. She was go frightened. Oh-h-h! 

Mrs. Haas looked in the drawer. Yes, they were 
gone—the whole collection of diamonds and pearls 
and rubies. No footmarks were fouhd in the 
flower beds into which the mysterious stranger 
must have jumped. But then Marie was above 
suspicion. She was pot suspected by the Haas 
family, nor was the suave and efficient James Mc- 
Intyre, butler. ‘ 

A few days later an attendant in Greenwich 
sanitarium listened to two men discussing acri- 
moniously the disposition of certain jewelry, and 
as their appearance did not warrant their own- 
ership of gems of such value as they apparently 
possessed, she took her superintendent into coun- 
sel. who sent for the police. Result, the Haas 
jewels were recovered intact. One of the men was 
James McIntyre, the Daglish butler, and the Burns 
men soon had Marie Kruger in their custody. Then 
it transpired that she was McIntyre’s wife—or one 
of the-n-—that he. was a professional thief, who

This experience has caused a general flutter in 
the hearts of wealthy women. How can any serv- 
ant be trusted? Undoubtedly many servants are 
strictly honest—but then who can tell just which 
ore of the household aids is not so?

When the family set 
forth on its ii-fated motor ride, Marie Kruger 
discovered the long awaited opportunity. The 
necklaces and gems were quickly passed to her 
putative husband, McIntyre, who knew exactly 
what to do with them. It is quite conceivable that 
McIntyre’s trip-up occurred because he had d¢ 
cided to appropriate to himself the proceeds of this 


‘particular deal, instead of turning over the gems 


to his masters. 

“We found,” said Mr. Dickson of the Burns de- 
tective forces, “that both McIntyre and Marie had 
been employed in a number of well-known and 
wealthy families. Once Marie had coveted a very 
beautiful fur coat of Mrs. tuyvesant Fish, whose 
butler McIntyre then was. One night Marie ac- 
companied her own mistress, quite a well-known 
lady, to a great party at the Fish mansion. Mis- 
tress and maid left in the midst of the crush of 
departures and McIntyre put around her the coat 
she had longed to have. There was a search, of 
course, but valuable furs so often mysteriously 
disappear that nothing was made of the loss. Marie 
had the coat remodeled to fit her and for a time 
was the envy of all the other maids of her set. 
Unfortunately for her, some other deft-fingered 
Phyllis coveted her treasure and nipped it before 
she had really grown tired of its possession.” 

Such butler and maid combinations are almost 
invincible. If she be some such treasure as Marie 
Kruger, skilled in all the devices of the toilette, a 
hairdresser, a manicure and a resourceful dress- 
maker and packer, her mistress becomes as de- 
pendent on her as a child on her nurse. The rela- 
tion. of mistress and menial is forgotten. Famil- 
larity having been established, Mrs. Bullion may 
intrust to her even the custody of her inestimable 
possessions. But Marie will make away with noth- 
ing until the right moment arrives, For this she 
and her accomplice may wait one year or two. | 
They must avoid suspicion, and a “getaway” must 
be ready. 

The great jewel’ robberies have all been accom- 
plished in the space of three or four minutes, and 
as in the Haas case, the very thief it is who often 
cries the alarm. 

“When the man who does the fencing for the 
jewel thieves is landed,” said Dickson, “a senga- 
tion will follow. He is no ordinary pawnbroker,§ 
but a person of wealth and probably of position,§ 
for he must have abundant cash to buy the treas- 
ures offered him. He may be a prominent jew- 
eler, tempted by the huge profits to be made 
selling stolen gems. It is my belief that a great® 
part of the looted treasure is right now in safe 
deposit boxes in New York.

ERHAPS the most remarkable development 
) of the world-wide surge of feminism is in- 
dicated in a recent cablegram from Paris, 
where Mine. Deulafay, the only woman in 
Fragce authorized by law to wear man’s 
clothes, has made an appeal to the Minister 
of War, M. Etienne, that women be eni:isted 
as regular soldiers. Minister Etienne has 
taken the suggestion seriously. He has ap- 
pointed a commission of technical experts 
to consider the advisability of enlisting 

women. | 
The suggestion of Mme. Debietes is not, 
to be sure, that women go out on the firing 
line—not yet, at any rate. The militant French woman poiris ou: 
that of the 23,000 subaltern officers in the French army, 4000 are de- 
tailed to administrative work. She urges that at least this number 
of women be enlisted, to take over. the administrative work, so that 
these officers may be sent to post and field duty. Her argument is 
that women can perform certain army duties with efficiency equal 
40 that of men. The report of the commission is awaited with inter- 
Fest not only in France but throughout the world. This is said to 
be the first instance where any army establishment actually has 
taken under consideration the matter of enlisting women as soldiers. 
| ‘Such a proposition, made 50, or even 20, years ago, would have 
been laughed down. The idea would have seemed preposterour. Sup- 

pose, for instance, that during the Franco-Prussian War of 1870 a 
French woman had made a similar suggestion. Offi-ers for active 
beFvice on the firing line were needed desperately then, when the 
cerman hordes under grim old Von Moltke were getting ready, as 

ctor Hugo described it, to pound the French army to pulp in a 

mortar. But neither Napoleon III nor any of his ministers or gen- 

8 would have listened for a moment to a proposal that women be 

enlisted and set to do the office work of an army, while the men 
‘were released to do the fighting. 

There was a very excellent reason why such an 
idea would have been greeted with derision. In 
those days it would not have been practicable to 
put women at administrative work in the army. 
Women had not emerged from the butterfly con- 
dition of the sex. They had not become co- 
workers with men in the active industries to any 
Considerable extent. 

There were then practically no women doctors, 
lawyers or preachers. The typewriter was not 
invented. The present-day army of “lady stenog- 
‘raphers” was non-existent. The telephone was not 
developed, with its battalions of “number, please” 
‘girls who sometimes grow so militant nowadays 
that they go on strike and march through the 
Steets—as in St. Louis this season—under waving 
‘banners proclaiming their demands, The woman 
patice assistant, except here and there an amenu- 
-ensis, usually a relative of the employer, was un- 
| known. 

» Now a very different situation obtains. In 
nearly a dozen American states and in some Eu- 
fopean countries the women have votes. In every 
country abroad and in all our states they are de- 
‘manding the ballot. They are found at work in 
Nearly all industries. They occupy places in all 
the learned professions. They are organized into 
trades unions, into political rights societies and so- 
cial uplift organizations. They are, in short, doing 
men’s work as well as men have been doing it, in 
a great many avenues of employment and voca- 
tion.

They helped 
the soldiers drag heavy.guns up the mountain side, 
cerried ammunition afd did many tasks that 
helped the fighting men win their, batties. 

During the Boer War in South Africa it was 
reported from time to time that Dutch women 
were fighting in the patriot arniy. There was at 
the time much indignation because it was believed 
that the British forces were firing at women—stout 
Dutch vrous who stood shoulder to shoulder with 
their husbands while the invaders were beating 
down the stubborn defense of the Transvaal. 

A year or two later reports came across the 
Pacific that there were Filipino wgmen in the 
Aguinaldian army which for years gave United 
States soldiers more than a mere taste of gueril- 
la warfare. Reports that now and then Filipino 
women fighting the Americans were killed by our 
soldiers left a distinctly bad taste in the mouths 
of those who opposed the subjugation of an alien 
people by force of arms. There arose from some 
quarters of the United States a cry of shame that 
American soldiers were ordered to shoot at Fili- 
pino “insurrectos” in whose ranks women were 


said to be fighting. While some of these reports 
may have been exaggerated, there are certain well- 
authenticated instances of Filipino women taking 
up arms against our forces. 

It is well known that in the American Civil 
War there were on each side a few women enlisted 
az soldiers, but in every case they disguised their 
sex and were not known to be women. Thousands 
of enlisted men were detailed to clerical duty 
during that conflict. Their services were needed 
at the firing line. Could women have done that 
work as well as the men did it? Probably not—in 
the sixties. But today—well, why not? It is, at 
any rate, an open question, no longer to be laughed 
down, for the working efficiency of American 
women has increased many fold since the Civil 
War. 

In the War Department at Washington there are, 
of course, women clerks—stenographers, record 
keepers and the like. Mme. Deulafay: of France 
would have all of these women enlisted as reg- 
ular soldiers, so that in the event of their being 
needed for similar service in the field they could 
be ordered to any point. For instance, they might 
be found useful with the army guarding the Mex- 
ican border, or with the builders of the Panama 
Canal, or at such important army posts as Jef- 
ferson Barracks, Fort Leavenworth, Governor's 


Woman “Soldier” of 
the Revolution 


HE most famous women “soldier” in 
American history was Molly Pitcher, 
who for 135 years has been the favor | 

ite heroine of the Revolutionary Wer. She 
was not enlisted, but she got into battle 
nevertheless, and “right on the roaring red 
firing line," as Joaquin Miller described it. 
| It was at the battle of Monmouth, June 
28, 1778, that Molly Pitcher distinguished 
herself. The battle was fought near Mon- 
mouth Courthouse, Freehold, N. J., and was 
an attempt on the part of Gen. Washington 
to check the march of Sir Henry Clinton's 
splendid British army from Philadelphia 
to Sandy Hook and, if possible, demoralize 
his organization. 
Molly Pitcher didn’t know exactly what 
Washington's object was, but being a pe 
, triotic American woman she saw opportu 
nity to serve without standing and waiting. 
She helped to serve a cannon during the 
battle. A painter has immortalized Molly 
in the act of helping to load the piece.

Does * 
sound impossible or even improbable? The world 
moves, and women are moving along with it more 
rapidly than ever heretofore. 

From the administrative office, the commissary 
storehouse or the cook’s berth to the firing line 
would be the next step, perhaps. One of the chief 
arguments men have had against equal suffrage 
is that women, presumably, could not fight if called 
upon in war. Men have taunted the suffragists 
with their assumed inability to do military service. 
The militant suffragettes of England, for several 
years, have answered this argument, not indeed 
by taking up firearms, but by highly efficient use 
of the bomb and the torch. They have shown, at 
any rate, that militancy is not a matter of sex. 

Nearly everybody is familiar with the story of 
Molly Pitcher at the battle of Monmouth, at Free- 
hold, N. J. That this woman actually helped to 
serve cannon is a part of the accepted history of 
the nation. But is has required considerably 
more than a hundred years of the advance of 
feminism ‘to reach the French commission now 
having under advisement the matter of enlist- 
ing women in the army. 

Should the French War Department adopt Mme. 
Deulafay’s preposal, what then? One result will 
be that every other army establishment will watch 
the course of the experiment with keen interest. 
Efficiency is the prevailing war-cry of the present 
day. An army is not merely a fighting machine. 
It is a peace-preserving body as well. If it shall 
be proved by actual test that a few thousand en- 
listed women can enhance the efficiency of the 
military arm,. who knows but that other nations 
will follow the lead and that the woman soldier— 
for figuring rather than fighting—may become a 
familiar sight. wherever there is a component part 
of an army? 

But—and this problem is left to a commission of 
women, to be named when necessary—what about 
the style, cut and fit of the woman soldier's uni- 
form, and will her army cap be anchored with hat- 
pins? 
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PUMPING WATER WITH SUNRAYS 


power” pumping plant, invented by Frank 
which was recently installed in

A MESSAGE from Cairo states that the “sun-

the plant. This invention has ben applied to 
pumping operations, and is capable of pumping 


3000 gallons of water per minute to a height of 33 


feet. . 

The principle of this, the latest system of power 
production, is simple, the heat of the sun being 
used to raise steam in a specially constructed 
“boiler,” which steam drives a low-pressure en- 
gine. ‘There is a series of generators, each con- 
sisting of a flat sheet-iron box three feet squa’e, 
with plates only one-eighth inch apart, and cov- 
ered by two sheets of glass an inch apart. 

The boxes are massed together over a space of 
500 square feet and have a heat-collecting area of 


about 10,300 square feet. This area is made up of 
26 rows of boxes, each row containing 22 single 
units. Each box, which is painted with a dull- 
back composition that does not reflect more than 
6 per cent of the sun's rays, rests upon a layer 
ot non-conducting material. The resulting In- 
sulation is so good that, if desired, a temperature 
of over 400 degrees Fahrenheit can be obtained 
in the boxes. 

The boxes are. placed on trestles and can be set 


at angles to suit the sun, whilst mirrors are used | 


te direct additional sunlight onto the “boilers.” 

On one side of each box is a pipe, through which 
water can be admitted, and on the other side is a 
pipe for taxing away the steam generated. The 
steam pipes from the various boxes are connected 
together so that they discharge into a large pipe 
eight inches in diameter, which conveys the steam 
to the engine. The latter is a low-pressure ma-

Indeed, there have been lawn tennis cham 
pions ‘who leisurely served the ball over the net, 
with no attempt at speed, depending on winning 
the point after the ball had been put in play.

Like cricket, 
another exotic game, it has had a firm hold for 
years in a number of localities throughout *he 
United States, but the cost of keeping strings of 
ponies and providing good grounds necessarily 
makes it a rich man’s sport. 

Bicycle polo, however, has fewer drawbacks 
Bicycles are today comparatively inexpensive and 
their upkeep is nil. Then, the equipment is also 
inexpensive, consisting as it does of a willow-wood 
ball and a few mallets. 

The conduct of the game differs in no way from 
that of its predecessor. A field 900 feet long and 
450 wide affords most satisfactory play, though 
for a modified game a smaller ground could be 
used. Almost any lot where boys play baseball 
will serve. At each end of the field are two 
goal posts 10 feet high and 24 feet apart. Four 
bicyclists, each armed with a mallet, defend 
the goals. 

At the beginning of the game the ball is placed 
in the center of the field and the opposing play- 
ers stationed in their respective positions on

their bicycles. At a signal from the referee 
they dash for the ball. Then all the science of 
expere cycling and the many tricks known to 
the ever alert mallet man are brought into play 
in the supreme effort to drive the ball between 
the opposing goal posts. The ball may be pro- 
pelled by the mallet only. No player may leave 
the seat of his bicycle or touch the ground with 
his feet during the game. Nor may players 
touch each other. 
THE RULES OF BICYCLE POLO. 

The rules of bicycle polo are practically the 
Same as the rules of pony polo. 

The game extends over four periods, each of 15 
minutes’ actual play, seven minutes being allowed 
between periods. 

When a goal is scored two minutes’ rest is al- 
lowed. 

A goal counts one point for, while a safety stroke 
counts one-quarter and a foul one-half point 


against the team scoring. 

A safety occurs when a team deliberately drives 
the ball over its own end line in order to keep 
an opponent from scoring. 

A foul is usually committed by a rider being 
unable to control his bicycle or by reckless riding. 

When the ball crosses the side lines the referee 
throws it back. The players line up directly ep- 
posite the point where the ball goes out of bounds, 
and in the same positions as at start of game. 

If the ball is hit across the end lines the team 
defending the goal is allowed a “knocx in,” until 
it is touched by the mallet of the player who is to 
put it back into bounds. 

The sides change ends after each goal is scored. 

The ball used is of willow wood 31-8 inches in 
diameter, and is painted white. The mallets are 
exactly the same as those used in pony polo, except 
that the handles are shorter, the riders being 
nearer the ground than in the other game.

In most positions the “division-of-power” theory 
works unmitigated mischief.

man. What is normally needed is the concen- 
tration in the hands of one man, or of a very 
small body of men, of ample power to enable him 
or them to do the work that is necessary; and 
then the devising of means to hold these men 
fully responsible for the exercise of ‘that power by 
the people. 

This, of course, means that, if the people are 
willing to see power’ :nisused, it will be misused. 
But it also means that ff, as we hold, the people 
are fit for self-government—if, in other words, 
our talk and our institutions are not shams—we 
will get good government. I do not contend that 
my theory will. automatically bring good govern- 
ment. I do contend that it will enable us to get 
as good government as we deserve, and that the 
other way will not. 

The then government of the Police Department 
was 80 devised as to render it most difficult to 
accomplish anything good, while the field for in- 
trigue and conspiracy was limitiess. There were 


Theodore Roosevelt and the Board of Health In con ference. 


It was possible to dismiss a man from the service 
for quite insufficient reasons, and to provide 
against the reversal of the sentence, if the tech- 
nicalities of procedure were observed. 

But the worst criminals were apt to be adroit 
men, against whom it was impossible to get 
legal evidence which a court could properly con- 
sider in a criminal trial (and the mood of the 
Court might be to treat the case as if it were a 
criminal trial), although it was easy to get evi- 
dence which would render it not merely justi- 
fiable but necessary for a man to remove them 
from his private employ—and surely the public 
should be as well treated as a private employer. 

Accordingly, most of the worst men put out 
were reinstated by the courts; and when the May- 
o: attempted to remove one of my colleagues 
who made it his business to try to nullify the 
work done by the rest of us, the Governor sided 
with the recalcitrant Commissioner and refused 
to permit his removal. 

Nevertheless, an astounding quantity of work 
was done in reforming the force. We had a good 
deal of power, anyhow; We exercised it to the full, 
and we accomplished some things by assuming the 
appearance of a power which we did not really 
possess. 


course, very difficult at first to convince both the 
politicians and the people that we really meant 
what we.said, and that every one really would 
have a fair trial. 

There nad been in previous years the most 
widespread and gross corruption in connection 
with every activity in the Police Department, and 
there had been a regular tariff for appointments 
and promotions. Many powerful politicians and 
many corrupt outsiders believed that in some way 
or other it would still be possible to secure ap- 
pointments by corrupt and improper methods, 
and many good citizens felt the same conviction. 

I endeavored to remove the impression from the 
minds of both sets of people by giving the widest 
publicity to what we were doing and how we were 
doing it, by making the whole process open and 
above board, and by making it evident that we 
would probe to the bottom every charge of corrup- 
tion. 

For instance, I received visits at one time from 
a Catholic priest, and at another time from a 
Methodist clergyman, who had parishioners who 
wished to enter the police force, but who ‘id not 
believe they could get in save by the payment of 
money or through political pressure.

family, wherever they may dwell, have been close 
friends of mine ever since. 

Otto Raphael was a genuine East Sider. He and 
I were both “straight New York,” to use the ver- 
nacular of our native city. To show our com- 
munity of feeling and our grasp of the facts of 
life, I may mention that we were almost the only 
men in the Police Department who picked Fitz- 
simmons as a winner against Corbett. Otto’s 
family had come over from Russia, and not only in 
social standing but in pay a policeman’s position 
meant everything to them. It enabled Otto to ed- 
ucate his little brothers and sisters who had been 
born in this country, and to bring over from Rus- 
sia two or three kinsfolk who nad perforce been 
left behind. 

Rather curiously, it was by no means as easy 
to keep politics and corruption out of the pro- 
motions as out of the entrance examinations. This 
was because I could take complete charge of the 
entrance examinations myself, and, moreover, they 
were largely automatic. In promotions, on the 
other hand, the prime element was the record 
and capacity of the officer, and for this we had 
largely rely upon the judgment of the man’s 
immediate superiors. This doubtless meant that 
in certain cases that judgment was given for im- 
proper reasons. 

However, there were cases where I could act 
on personal knowledge. One thing that we did 
was to endeavor to recognize gallantry. We 
did not have to work «= revolution in the force as 
to courage in the way that we had to work a rev- 
olution in honesty. They had always been brave 
in dealing with riotous and violent criminals. 

But they had gradually become very corrupt. 
Our great work, therefore, was the stamping out 
of dishonesty, and this work we did thoroughly, 
so far as the ridiculous bipartisan law under which 
the department was administered would permit. 
But we were anxious that, while stamping out 
what was evil in the force, we should keep and 
improve what wes good. While warring on dis- 
honesty, we m every effort to increase effi- 
ciency. 

It has unfortunately been shown by sad expe 
rience that at times a police organization which 
is free from the taint of corruption may yet show 
itself weak in some great crisis or unable to deal 
with the more dangerous kinds of criminals. This 
we were determined to prevent. 


Our efforts were crowned with entire success. 
The improvement in the efficiency of the force 
went hand in hand with the improvement ip its 
honesty. The men in uniform and the men in 
piain clothes—the detectives—did better work 
than ever before. The aggregate of crimes where 
nunishment followed the commission of the crime 


increased, while the aggregate of crimes where 


‘the criminal escaped punishment decreased.

Every discredived politician, every sensational 
newspaper, and every timid fool who 
scared by clamor was against us. All three classes 
strove by every means in their power to show 
that in making the force honest we had impaired 


its efficiency, and by their utterances they tended

But we went steadily along the path we had 
marked out. The fight was hard, and there was 
vlenty of worry and anxiety, but we won. I was, 
appointed in May, 1895.

EARLY every day in St. 
Louis an automobile. is 
stolen. Some days four 
or five machines are 
taken from their own- 
ers. Perhaps half of 
these thefts are report- 
‘ed to the police. The 
other half would be re- 
ported but for the fact 
that the stolen proper- 
_ty is “recovered” before 
the owners have time to 
comniunicate with the 

Police Department. 

There has arisen a set of thieves difficult to 
Classify. Provably each one who steals an auto- 
mobile would insist that he was merely “‘Lorrow- 
‘ing” it. But he borrows it without the knowl- 
edge or consent of the owner. In the old days 
—and in this day in some localities—a man who 
thus “borrowed” a horse would te hanged to the 
nearest tre without benefit of clergy if caught

his escape. 

The officer arrested the other, who was at the 
wheel. He was Ernest Roberts, 17 years old, of 
2425 North Tenth street. He denied that he 
stole the machine, saying the other fellow picked 
him up at Chippewa street. Nine days later Judge 
Calvin Miller of the.Court of Criminal Correction 
sentenced Roberts to the city jail for 380 days, 
under the provisions of a law passed by the 1913 
General Assembly of Missouri to cover the tak- 
ing and using of an automobile without the own- 
er’s permission. Until that law was passed no 
penalty attached to such a theft. 

The case of young Roberts is one in a hundred. 
He got caught. The other 99 “joy ride” in the 
machines they take, abandon them and :nake 
good their escape. They simply fade back into 
the vast automobileless throng. Not always, how- 
ever, does the machine itself escape with such 
little damage as in this case. Mr. Bitzer «s«ci- 
mated the damage to his machine at $50. Fre- 
quently the “borrower” is an actual thief, with 
malice prepense, stealing whatever loose prop- 


‘with the goods on; or, rather, on the goods, rid- 
ing away. It would be extremely difficult for 
him to explain to the satisfaction of the com- 
munity that he was merely taking the horse for 
a “joy ride.” 

A horse is worth from $50 to $200. An automo- 
bile costs from $650 to $5000. A horse thief is 
hanged, if caught, or at any rate is sent to the 
penitentiary. An automobile thief, if caught, may 
be sent to jail for one year or fined $500, or 
both. Very few of such thieves, however, are 
caught. The only one “caught in the act,” that 
is, driving a car which he had taken without per- 
mission, in St. Louis for many weeks past, is a 
youth of 17, who was sent to the city jail for 30 
days. His case indicates how easy it is to ap- 
propriate a machine in the business center of 
St. Louls In broad daylight and get away with it. 


Wal*tr Bitzer of Collinsville, iu., had business

The night of July 25 
somebody entered his garage in the rear of 5547 
Von Versen avenue and stole his new 19138 car, 
worth $2160. The next day Mr. Sternberg was 
notified that his car was lying in a ditch at a 
place known as College View, on the Florissant 
road, so badly damaged that it was junk. Mr. 
Sternberg collected full insurance. In this tn- 
stance the thief robbed the’ insurance company. 

Most of the automobile thefts are committed at 
night, but many take place by day. The business 
man who “hitches” his horseless vehicle in the 
street has no assurance that it will stand hitched. 
Harry W. Langenberg of 48 Westmoreland place 
can testify to the truth of this statement.

7 he drove his Marmon car, which cost $260¢, 
Gowntown in the morning and left it standing 
in front of the Picrce Building. He remained in 
his office there all day, emerging at 6 p. m. with 
the expectation of a pleasant spin homeward. His 
car had started without waiting for him. The 
temptation had proved too strong for the joy-rid- 
ing thief, who no doubt had kept his eyes on the 
machine for some time and decided that the own- 
er had disappeared. The car bore St. Louis li- 
cense tag No. 2796. 

Patrolman John Traub found an abandoned 
Marmon car in front of 909 North Sirth street. 
It carried St. Louis license tag No. 796, appar- 
ently, but close inspection showed that the thief 
had used a chisel or other instrument and cut 
off the figure 2, thus alterine 2796 to 796. The 
tag had been moved slightly to keep it in the cen- 
ter, by the perforation of new holes. This tag 
alteration had been made, of course, to deceive 
the police, who were looking for No. 2796. 

In another case the thief substituted a tag 
which was taxen from another machine. Walter 
McKittrick of 47 Westmoreland place reported 
July 7 that his five-passenger Cole car had been

The chief point of inter- 
est in this theft is that Mr. McKittrick’s &t. 
Louts license tag, No. 1678, was found under the 
cushion of the front seat, while at the rear of the 
car dangled St. Louis tag No.-7130. This tag, it 
was learned by the records at the city hall, be- 
longed to O. P. Phillips of 5320 Cabanne avenue. 
The police report states, laconically, that Mr. 
Phillips called for his tag. 

It is not only the wealthy West Enders who 
suffer by the wileayof the joy-rider thief. James 
Irwin of 3807 Finney avenue owns a little Ford 
which he values at $430. The door of his garage 
was forced the night of July 12 and his car was 
stolen. It was recovered in St. Charles, damaged 
to the extent of $75. 

One of the costliest cars stolen in recent weeks 
belongs to the Gilsonite Construction Co, It is a 
Pierce-Arrow, costing $4000. The person or per- 
sone who took it were thieves in fact as well as 
in spirit, for they stole $226 worth of fixtures 
and abandoned the car at Arkansas avenue and 
Cherokee street. They helped themselves to it on 
the night of the Fourth of July, at 11 o’clock 
at Buclid avenue and Delmar boulevard.

Louis 9200 cars are registered. 

It is the general belief amongst automobile own- 
ers and dealers that by far the most of the joy- 
thefts are committed by young men who have 
qualified as chauffeurs or have worked in ga- 
rages, thus learning enough about the mechanism 
of a machine to run it off without being suspect- 
ed. There are, however, many youths who have 
learned to operate automobiles belonging tc par- 
ents or friends of the family. Frequently one of 
these, desiring to “show off” before his friends, 
“borrows” an automobile and takes a party out 
for a few hours’ ride. Imperfect knowledge of the 
machine and reckless driving account for the oc-

That joy-riding thievery is on the increase, and 
rapidly so, is obvious when one considers the re- 
markable increase in the number of automobiles 
in use. According to the latest available estimate, 
there are 1,200,000 cars running in the United 
States today. One manufacturer, it is stated, is 
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Thus far it appears that no locking device has 
been invented which is proof against the joy id- 
ing thief. Robert HB. Lee, secretary of the Auto- 
mobile Manufacturers’ and Dealers’ Association of 
St. Louis, says on this point: 

“There are various methods of locking an au- 
tomobile to secure it against persons who want 
to take a joy ride. The transmission, the clutch 


| pedal, the spark and gasoline levers may be secured 


by padlock, The switch key may be carried away 
by owner or driver, but the ingenious thief can 
insert a round nail or a cotter pin and undo the 
work of the key. There are several devices for 
breaking the electrical spark connection which 
starts the engine. A St. Loulsan has invented 
one, which works somewhat like a safe combina- 
tion. The fellow who wants to use your machine, 
however, finds ways to overcome the devices pro- 
vided’ against him. 

“My opinion is that some legislation more dras- 
tic than that now\on the statute books will be 
necessary in order to solve this problem. If ‘bor- 
owing’ a machine without the owner’s knowledge 
or consent and taking it for.a joy ride should be 
made a penitentiary offense, instead of having 
merely a jail or fine penalty as now, such a law 
should work toward the discouragement of the 
practice.

56-FOOT suspended car with a capacity of 
60 passengers is in actual operation in 
Burbank, Cal., on the country estate of 
J. W. Fawkes, inventor of the car. This monorail 
is different from most types, in being hung from 
a rail instead of balancing upon it, and the in- 
ventor claims that it is absolutely safe from the 
danger of jumping the track, as the center of 
gravity is so low that there is not the slightest 
tendency of the sort. It hangs by four wheels and 
for additional safety there is another wheel below 
each of these, so that each pair clamps the track 
between them. ~ 
The car is made of aluminum and steel and is 
of torpedo shape, with a huge fanlike propeller at 
one end. This is driven by a 60-horsepower gas 
engine, and when the motor is thrown in the 
reverse, the car is pulled by the propeller, so that 
the car can run either way with equal ease and 
speed. The frame of the car is of very light but 
strong conetenaite: and it has an aluminum

tention of realizing on the property—such thefts 
are common in some cities. There is believed to 
be a ‘fence’ whereby stolen cars are marketed.’ 
Of course, the machines are altered considerably 
before being offered for sale. Sometimes their 
color is changed, so that if a stolen car is adver 
tised to the police as red they will not suspect: 
its identity if it turns up somewhere blue.” 
According to the police records only three au- 
tomobiles have been stolen outright in St. Louis 
this year. All the others taken from their own-: 
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ers have been recovered, usually abandoned some- 
where in the city or county, some in first-cass 
condition, others damaged. 

One St. Louisan is known to have been the gain- 
er by two good tires through the taking of his 
machine. When it was recovered a few days later 
it had two new tires. This, however, is very ex- 
ceptional. Usually the “borrower” is airald to 
keep a car long enough to put on ne ‘wtes- 
sories. .

Dr. Goldstein’s “Portrait of a 
Man,” by Sir Joshua Reynolds, is rich and _ re- 
markable in its effect of browns, and its charac- 
terful interpretation of human qualities. 

These pictures, with others in the city in the 
galleries of W. K, Bixby, C. P. Pettus, Mrs. John 
T. Davis and other public-spirited citizens, enable 
St. Louisans to enjoy and study the charms of 
one.of history’s important art schools, just now in 
the world’s eye because of the _ sensational 
prices for which examples recently have been 
sold, ranging in several instances beyond a quar- 
ter of a million dollars. Their refinement of color 
and decorative richness, with their sympathy and 
appreciation and .fine -interpretative qualities, 
give the works of these painters a place not oc- 
cupied by any other school of the world’s art.
